"WI ZE Yices of the Roman Court have been fo notorious, the Pride of 
| their Popes, the Ambition of their Prelates, the Covetouſneſs of 
the Nephews, azd the Hypocriſy of their Monaſtick Orders ( not 
to inftance in their Luſts, and Brutalities ) have been, and ſtill are 
fo viſible to the World, that in their own ConntryTtaly, under the awe of the 
Inquiſition, ad within the immediate reachof his Holinefle's Catchpolcs 
( the Sbirri ) there have been found ſome men of Courage, and Honeſty, whe 
have dared to pull off the mask, and expoſe their pretended ſanity, and let 
he World ſee, that no men have erred more groſly, than the bold pretenders 
ro Infallibility ; no men are more ſlaves to the World, its Pomps and Vanities, 
than thoſe who have vowed to forſake them; and no mens minds areJo eager» 
ly ſet upon hoarding up wealth for their ravenous kindred, as thoſe who ſay in 
Hypocriſy, what .St. Peter {aid in truth, Silver and Gold have none. 
For there are a ſort of In»abitantsef the Roman World, who have no Eſt ates, 
and yet have great Revennes 5, no tillage, and yet abound in corn , no Wives, 
and yet have more Children to a ſingle mans ſhare, than the Counteſs of Hol- 
land had at a birth. - + Sg 
It us true, the learned men of the Reformed Church, have with mzch 
ffrength of argument, and authority, baffled, and confuted the falſe-Doitrines 
of the Papal fattion, but perhaps thoſe, who have ſhown their attions in a true 
light, and made appear, how ſpecious their ſanitity is, and haw ridiculo;ts 
their devotion, dreſſing up their Narratives in a Focular, and Comical. habit, 
have uſed the more ſucceſsfull method to make the World  acquainied 
with their extravagancies. This courſe the old Satyriſts took to expoſe Fice, and 
in later ages the Copy was tranſcribed by Orthuinus Gratius, and Rabelais; 
who gave the World an excellent Pifture of the Ignorance, and Luxury of the 
Friars ; and of late the Author of the Cardinaliſmo, the Nepotiſmo, the 
life of Dona Olympia, and the Hiſtory of the Roman Curtelans hath ads 
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mitably- deſcribed the praftices of the men of the Purple, the ſorriſhnefs of 
che Papal-Nephews, the inceſtuous intrigue between even his Holineſs him-- 
ſelf, and his Brother's Wife Olympia, together with the unlawful, and pre-- 
poſterous Indulgences of that Court, that pretends to unſpotted ſanitity : ma-. 
ry. ot her ſuch writings having been ſent into-the'World, ſome of which have 
viſtted this Country, while others are ſtill confined to their forreign areſs, 
. Such writings are for the moſt part called Paſquils, or Paſquinades, from 
the ſtatue of Paſquin in the middle of Rome, to which they are commonly 
 affiaxt. It ts thought by learned men to be the remains of aſtatue of one of the 
vid Gladiators with his Enemy lying dead at his Feet 5, and the conjefture is 
happy, for Paſquin is invincible, he triumphs over Princes, and ſubdues all the 
World,.. and without the help of Arms or Armies,. makes even Popes ſtoop and 
tremble, and executes thoſe in Effigie, who by their power reſcue their per- 
ſons from the puniſhments they deſerve. It hath been often conſulted ( and per- 
haps in the Conclave ) to remove this ftatue, and a certain Prince once reſol- 
ved to throw it into the River Tyber, but chang his reſolution, when his 
Servant told bim, that it would make a greater noiſe under Water, than 
while above-ground, and produce a ſpawn of Frags, whoſe croakings would 


deafen the City that ſits on ſeven. Hills: and what a noiſe then, may we ima- - : 


gine, makes he, when his friend Marforio attends him, and like ſome Ecchoes - 
repeats what heſays, much louder. than. it was firſt ſpoken ? Such a couple of. 
- Companions: are enough tolaugh. Inpudence it ſel out of conntenance,.and 
put the Governeſs of a Roman Bordelli zo the bluſh. | 

Nor 1s it but requiſite, that thoſe who by their Station, ov their Intereſts + 
are above the Laws, fhould be ſubject to the laſhes of a ſmart wit, as well as 
70 thoſe of their own Conſciences ; the Furies within, when they lay on moſt 
. ſeverely, are. ſeldom heard by the by-ſtanders, but the World takes notice, + 
how a difſolute Grandee is whipr by a. keen and implacable Satyriſt, who. 
rabbs off the Paint, and ſhews-the deformities, who ſtrips the Aftor in. .Reli« 
gion of his. mortified dreſs, and expoſes the Covetouſneſs. and Hypocriſy,the ſen- 
. ſuality and leudneſs, that lodges under- the habit of devotion, and by theſe. 
means inſtrutts mankind to. make a leſs ſhow, and to be more truly, and really. 
pious and honeſt, and not to admire a demure outſide, which covers all man- 
ner of villanies, For what inclinations can we have to believe that, Pope Pius. 
who being forbidden toeat Pork, leſt it ſhould throw him into his grave, made 
anſwer, that he would indulge his appetite al deſpito di Dio, in deſpite of 
God, and his Authority ? What incouragement have we to think him juſt,mho. 
throwing St, Peter's Keys into-the Tyber, /aid,. that St. Paul's Sword 
ſhould corrquer his adverſaries ?

M4. There is no doubt then but this fabrick muſt fall into ruine, - 
m_ being ſo great a diſproportion between its weights and its foun- - 

ation. 

P, I believe ſo: and now being come near to the Walls of this 
Palace, we found them built well enough, and upon the top of it ſtood 
four Statues Fhich were the Images of Hypocrifie,Superſtition, Pride 
and Ignorance : the two ſides of the Gate were engraved,one with the 
Copy of Conſtantines Donation, with a particular inſcription ſignifying .

not underltand them. Now, whilft I was obſerving theſe things, my 
Guide was knocking at the Gate, but none anſwering him, he knocked 
the ſecond time, and perceiving {till that no body came towards the

long : but I, who knew very well the nature of the Popes, that very 
late, if ever, give Audiences, was not ſcandalized at this delay. Yet 
my Guide, who was.impatient to endure it, told me, that upon this ac- 
. count, he would believe henceforward that the Popes were of a diffe- 
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rent temper from Chriſt, who had faid, Knock,, and it ſhall be opened ro © 


you : Wherezs the Popes, the harder one knocked,the faſter they ſhuc 
che doors ; to which I anſwered him, that Chriſt had ſaid theſe words 
to his Sheep, and the Popes ſpoke them w to their own Nephews, 
at whoſe firſt knock they ever opened their doors. But at laſt a certain 
Old man, with a hoarſe voice, came to open the door, but, he firſt 
opened a little window, through which he asked us who we wer > 
my Guide anſwered, that I was a Roman Citizen, that deſire to ſee 
thoſe holy Mountains : The Old man anſwered, That I muſt firſt tell 
him my Name, and my Sir-name. When I told him, he no ſooner 
heard the name of Paſguino, but with a diſcompoſed face, and threat- 
ning voice he ſaid to me, Thou art he then, that with ſo many railing 
Libels and Invectives, perverts the minds of our Proſelytes, to the 
great damage of our Dominion, drawing men from our ſervice, and 
counſelling them not to worthip as we do. Away from this place, for 
we will not admit in any ſcoffers,detractors,or back-biters. I anſwered 
him; My profeſſion never was to invent Lyes, but to vindicate the 
Truth; and I would have peruſed other Arguments in my defence ; 
but the good Old man, at the found of that word of Truth, preſently 
withdrew, and ſhut the window, without ſaying another word ;which 
made me remember that paſſage of Pilate, who having asked, nid 
eft Veritas 3i.e. What is Truth? never ſtayed for an anſwer, but imme- 
diately exivir forar, went out : From whence I concluded with my 
ſelf, that it is the Property of the Popes to avoid the Truth ; and then 
tarning to my Comrade, I told him, lavghing, that there was certainly 
in that Yatican many things fit to be ſcorned and derided ; becauſe 
they would let no body in that was capable to note andG>ſerve them. 
Neverthelefs, being much troubled that I could not enter in, I asked 
my Guide, what we ſhould do not to loſe our time and our labour 2 
' he anſwered then, that he thought it beſt to go d about to fee if 
there were not ſome other Gate in the cuſtody of a diſcreeter Por- 
ter. Thus withdrawing ſome ſpaces from the wall to fecure our felves 
leſt they ſhould chance ro theot at us, we went rougd to ſeek for 
ſome other entrance, obſerving in this time the ftrucure of rhat Vaſt 
Mole. One whole day we continued thus wandring, without ſeeing 
any og —_ a Gate ; but towards the Evening we diſcovered fome 
certain Caves and Holes, ſtrait, but very deep, through which . we 
thought we might have got an entrance, but it was not poflible. 
M, What Holes were theſe ? but you did vell not toenter —_

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them, becauſe you had rug the hazard of being hanged for Thieves: 
for the Goſpel tells us, They that enter not in through the Dooy are Thieves 
and Robbers. * 

P. Doſt thou not know that the Popes have reverſed all the holy 
Scriptures, being reſolved to Act quite contrary to Chriſt : therefore 
none but Thieves enter into the Popes Palace Doors 3 and thoſe that 
entred in by thoſe Holes and Caves were brave men. Now, if thou 
defireſt to know what theſe Holes were, I will tell thee what I think 
of them, and what I have read in ſome old Manuſcripts; they were 
breaches made by Marcion, Mont anus, Novatian the Roman,Sabellixs and 
Arrius,who all ſtrive their utmoſt againſt this Vaſt Mole to deſtroy it. 
But notwithſtanding they ſought ſeveral Ages,they could never get in 
becauſethe Popes ever drive them back. We then ſeeing it woul 
be in vain for us to attempt to enter in by theſe Caves, followed on 
our way ; but night overtaking us, and we being both weary and 
hungry, we lay down upon the ground upon our backs, and our 
mouths wide open. | |

P. Where they do not eat, dear Brother, they do not ſh—Indeed, 
if I had been near the Roman Vatican, T had not dared to have ilept

A. Pray whence comes this,that you lolled with your mouths open?

M1. Do the Prelates then in that Country ſleep with their mouths

P. I know not how they ſleep in thoſe parts, becauſe I have not yer 
ſeen them-: but I know very well, that they are (o far from ſleeping, 
that they continually watch for the raining of Manna in the Yaricas to

A. I thought that the bleſſing of raining Manna had been peculiar 
to the Jews of the Old Teſtament. . 

P. Thou art deceived, . it helongs no leſs to the Jews of the New 
Teſtament, but with this difference, chat the: Jews of the Old Telta- 
ment had their Magna when they. camefrom the fetters of Pharaoh, 
and the Jews of the New Teſtament when, they go-in Prifoners/into 
the Popes Chains. But there is OY GI more notable,which:

is, that thoſe ancient Jews were brought by force.into Pharaok's bon- 
dage but theſe new Jews voluntarily imprifon themſelves in the Popes

2M. Who are theſe Jews you ſpeak of, and what ſort of Manna is 
it that rains upon them in Rome? . | 
P. With reverence be it ſpoken unto thee, Marforizs,thou art a very 
Ignoramus ; Doſt thou not know that the Jews of the New Teſtament 
are the Clergy of Rome, who, in imitation of the Antient Jews, who 
condemned the words of Chriſt, do not only condemn the words, bur, 
the very works, and holy Scriptures of Chriſt, having expreſly for- 
bidden the people to read them in any Language, but only that which 
is paſt their underſtanding ? and herein is obvious the great difference 
between Chriſt and the Popes; {ſince that when the Antient Jews 
would have crowned Chriſt King, he fled from them, refuſing a King- 
dom from the hands of the Jews. But the Popes refuſe nothing 3 bur 
as ſoon as the Eccleſiaſtical Lords preſent them with a Crown, they 
receive it joyfully. And as for the Manna which rains upon them 
now, tis of a nature infinitely different from that other ; for the old 
Iſraelites loathed the firſt Manna. But this makes the Ecclefiafticks 
ſtill more hungry 'againz that Manna was given to a people almoſt 
ſtarved, that wanted refreſhment ; but this other 1s never dif- 
penſed but to the fatteſt, and the richeſt, aud conſequently to ſuch as 
have leaſt need of it. - 
2, But what is this Manna? explain thy ſelf quickly, for my 
mouth waters. ans : 
P. Thou mayelt ſhut thy mouth at thy leiſure, for none- of it will 


rain upon either thee or me: but, ſhall I tell thee what this Manna 


is? *tis Prebendaries, Penſions, Canonries, Abbacies, Bithopricks, 
Arch-Biſhopricks, Patriarchſkips, and Cardinalſhips, and other ſuch 
ke things. Behold che Roman Manha, which. is never given to any 
poor people, but to the richeſt ;as thou very well knoweſt; ſome be- 
ing crammed with them, and others getting nothing at all. And I 
would alſo have thee -knoiv, that this Manna is of that nature, that 
the more one eats of it, ' the more he would eat; and the good Pre- 
lates of this Age are not fuch fools as the old Jews that ' defired to 
have exchanged their Manna for the Leeks'and Garlick 'of Egypt - 
for our Prelates leave the Onions. and. Garlick, ?. e. the labour and 
pains,” to certain poor Curates, whilſt they themſelves enjoy the {weet- 
neſs of this Manna, and ever hold their mouths open to gape for more: 
M. I could with heartily that ſomerimies a good Meſs of Broth con- 
coed in the belly were Scharged into their mouths to fill chem. -

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There are not ſo many-Thieves in all Ezrope, as there are Prieſts in 
Italy alone,which ſtand gaping for Manna from the Pope. But now,to 
return to the thread of our diſcourſe, my Companion and I riſe early 
the next morning to paſs on in our Journey 3 we had ſcarce gone two 
miles when we began to hear a horrible loud noiſe, which frighted 
us 2 little, yet hoping to find ſome end of our dalires, we began to 
walk on; and in a very little time we ſaw one of the Towers of the 
Vatican thrown down to the ground, and abundance of Swedes, Danes, 
Germans, and other Nations climbed up upon it, and made great at- 
rempts; in the mean time many Spaniards and Tralians that were with- 
in, endeavoured to repair the breach, yet could not hinder but a great 
number of people,all goodly perſons, entred in,who couragioufly com- 
bated to overthrow all the Yaticar. But the Devils of Spain and 1taly 
oppoſed all their attempts, and ſpoiled all: But when we were come 
cloſe to this breach, I {aw a certain French-man, whom I had known 
in Kome, and I asked him, What is this? and he told me, it was a 
Tower that Luther had overthrown, by which breach thoſe Nations 
had entred in. I had a mind to ſhuffle in amongſt the reſt, but was 
afraid of paſimg over thoſe Rylines, and the. rather, becauſe I ſaw the 
defence of the contrary part was very great; I turned about to conſulr 
with my Guide, but I could not ſee him, nor know how he was loſt 
amongſt that crowd of people, which made me the more aſtonithed 
and confuſed, that I knew not what elſe to do but to intreat the 
French-man not to leave me. And he, continuing his uſual Civility, 
feeing my delires ſo inclined to go in, bid me follow him, which I 
willingly did; but going on a little more than a hundred paces from 
che Tower thrown down by Zuther, T met with a deep breach which 
went a great way in; and while I ſtood looking upon it, the French- 
man told me, I might go in boldly, for that was a breach made by 
Calvin, and eniarged by others; however, I was a while in ſuſpence, 
but ſoon after, ſeeing a great number of Engliſh, Hellzuders and Switzer 
FO 1N, and with thele a great many French, and High Datch mingled, 
E cook courage and foilowed them, and rather becaulethe French-man. 
leat me his hand. : | 

M, In fine, you may meet with honeſt men in all places, and this 

French-man mult be a brave fellow. | 
P. So he was; and the more, becauſe he never ſhewed himſelf very 
paſhonate towards this Yatican, neither do I believe he would have 
thed many tears if he had ſeen the whole building thrown down:: and 
ſo weeatred thruugh the mouth of that Mine, which was much grea- 
ter than one could have judged it; there being many Bryars and 
Buſhes which hid ir, that the bigge(s of it might nor be ſeen.being laid: 
on purpoſe that none might gueſs what it was indeed. Bur I _ 
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"-tell thee one thing, my dear Marforixs, which'is this, that though | 


was much tired in this Journey, and wearied with fo much pains; yer 
going through this Mine I felt, I cannot tell you what refreſhments,in 
deſpite of thofe Thorns which were round about the Entrance,which 
pricked me now and then on every fide of my body.

P. They that come neareſt the Fire are the hotteſt ; and they that 

come neareſt to Clay and Dirt, are the moſt defiled : this is a general 


| © Rule in Philoſophy, therefore it muſt needs follow, that thoſe who 


draw neareſt to evil are the moſt wicked. Now every one knows 
that the Popes are the fountains of all thoſe evils which the Church 
hath ſuffered; therefore the ron calling the Cardinals Brethren, - 
they cannot avoid the reproach of having their part in every miſchief. 
a 3-0 the Popes are like Pitch, which defiles them moſt that 7 
roul in it. 
21, What can then be ſaid of Kings which the Pope calls his Sons ? 
P. This alſo is a great Cheat: the Popes believe they have given half 
the Heavens, and half the Earth to Kings, by giving them the title of - 
Sons; and Kings think they receive the other half of the Earth, and 
the reſt of Heaven, every time they call the > ops their Farther: yet 
ihe Kings in the pre- 
ſence of the Popes, and to render the Pope too proud and high in the 
preſence of Kings all thereſt of it is nothing bur ſmoke : and tell me - 
the truth, my dear Aarforio, whether doth the Natural and Divine 
Law teach a man to love his Children or his Nephews beſt ? with- 
out doubt his Children : but this Rule is not obſerved with the Popes; :

occaſions 3 and when they die, give it all ro their Nephews, withour 
leaving any thing to their Sons.

Firſt then, he carried me up a 
very high Ladder, onthe top of which was a Terrace that looked to- 
wards Heaven, and when we were ther&he bid me look up, and as I 
looked, I thought I ſaw the Mother of our Lord, ſhining with great 
glory, but I did not ſee any Pearls, or Jewels, or Gold, or Silverzwhich 
amazing me very much, and my new friend perceiving it, asked me 
what was the cauſe of it? whereupon I anſwered him, that having ſe- 
veral times ſeen the Midona of Loretro, loaded with Jewels, and 
Gold of ineſtimable value, I wondred hoiv the was now deprived of 
thoſe rich gifts ; to which he inſtantly replied, that that Lady of Zo- 
retta was not the Mother of our Lord, but the Mother of the Prieſts ; 
for ſhe not only gives them money enough to buy them foad, bur al- 
{o to feed their prodigality; neither are we to believe there is any 
correſpondence betwixt the Mother of Chriſt in Heaven, and thar 


Mother of the Prieſts on- Earth ; and poſſibly, I replied, the faichful, 


who give ſuch vaſt Offerings and Alms,believe they put them all into 
the hands of the Mother of our Lord, and ſhall draw from her the re- 
muneration of graces. Would to God it were fo, ſaid he immediate- 
ly; but the miſchief is, that the poor Fideles impoveriſh themſelves, 
toenrich the Prieſts; ſo that being ſhamm'd into that falſe belief, 
they thereby commonly loſe both their Moneys and Rewards. 

I have been fifteen times at Lorertro, to impetrate ſome bleſſings, 


. which my Curate told mel ſhould undoubtedly obtain, and evety 


time [ carried ſome Gift; I (till returned with a deſire of. attaining 
that which I thought I {fould have attained ; but that which is moſt 
material, my Curate ſeeing me ever return empty handed,-he told 
me, it was through defe& of my Faith. I durſt anſwer him nothing 
then, becauſe I was in the other world where the Inquiſition reigns, 
But I ſaid within my ſelf, It's enough that the Prieſts have ſo much 
Faith as to take the Gifts, whatever becomes of the reſt. But now I 
am in a place where Truth is unveiled; I am informed of all thoſe Er- 
rors in which ſo many unfortunate poor people are plunged ; and ris 
2 wonder to ſee how the Chriſtians can imagine that there ſhould be 
Simony in Heaven, when the Popes have baniſhed it out of the 
world ; 'tis a Diabolical thing not to be forgotten, that the Popes 


have eſtabliſhed and decreed a molt fevere Bull, that under no pre- 


tence of Alms, Donatives or Debts, any one ſhould receive the leaſt 
thing imaginable our of hope of obtaining any benefits or indulgenciesz 
yet the Chriſtians of Rome, deceived, alas ! by the Roman Prieſts,com- 
mit ſolemn Simony, and indeit_ with Heaven under the name of a 
Vow; ſome promiling a pair of {ilver Candleſticks to our Lady of 
Loretto, ſome a Lamp to St Nicholas of Toledo, ſome a filver Statue 
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ECP) 
T0 St. Antony of Padua, {ome this thing, and ſome that thing, to this 
or that Saint, upon condition of obtaining their requeſt ; and in caſe 
of not obtaining it, the Vow to become null. I know that in the Great 
Dukes Gallery in Florence, they ſhew an Altar-yiece of Maſly Silver, 
which was made upon the occaſion of a Vow made by-the Great 
Dutcheſs to St. Charles, but becauſe the deſired Grace was not obtain- 
ed, the Altar remains in the Great Dukes hands, mocking at the Vow, 
ſince the Saint had mocked at the Offering. This example made me 
remember another, which I did not fail to relate to my friend. That 
Roman Lady being barren, whoſe Husband was-very deſirous of Chil- 
dren, the recommended her {elf to the prayers of her Confeſfor, who 
wasa Theatine Father, making uſe of all choſe means that are neceſſary 
for ſuch a bleſſing. Finally, after rwo years uſe of prayers made in 
her own Chamber, the effect of the bleſſing began to appear, there 
being manifeſt ſ1gns of her conception 5 whereupon the Father Con- 
feſlor being greatly pleaſed, and the Lady no leſs, they both poſſeſſed 
the Husband that it proceeded from a Vow made to the bleſſed Caje- 
ran; and thereupon the poor Husband was to make a filver Statue, 
which muſt be preſented by his Wife to the bleſſed Cajerar - but the 
myſtery was, that this Statue muſt be ſolemnly bleſſed by this Con- 


» feflor, whilſt the Husband and Wife were kneeling before him with 


{o great a Devotion, that all the reſt of the Fathers rejoyced. 

M. Thou wilt make me never credit ſuch like Vows again; but 
what did your venerable friend ſay to this ? 

P, He fell a laughing, but yet modeſtly; and IT in the mean time 
begged of him to know where were the other Mothers of God ; at 


' which he laughed our, and ſaid, What, doſt thou think then that God 


hath many Mothers, or that there are many Gods? I told him no, I 
had ever believed one only God, and one Virgin Mother ; bat that 
which made me ſpeak, was, that I had heard them at Rome diſcourſe of 
the Mother of God, of theRofary, of the Mother of God of Popolo, 
of the Mother of God of the Carmine, and of ſo many others, that the 
number of them is infinite. Truly, ſaid he again, the people of Rome 
have great need of that Mother of God of Leretro, that ſhe might 
lend them her Treaſures, to eaſe them from the many inſupportable 
ExaQtions which the Popes Nephews have laid upon them. It were 
better, faid I, for the people, to find out ſome kind Madonna like her 
who obtained the Victory againſt the Turks, that by her means the 
might be once delivered from the Popes Nephews, which are worſe 
than the Turks. Come, let us leave, ſaid he, all theſe Mothers of 
God invented by the Prieſts, juſt as the old Poets invented a great 
number of Deites, -and let-us go dowa to ſee the . particularities of 
this Yatican. No, I belcech you, Zeplycd I, have Tvlittle patience with 
, | me, 
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me, and help me firſt to the fight of the Saints, which are the Senators 
of Heaven, and the Advocates of the Earth ; for I ſee none here, and 
yet they ſee ſo.many in the world. This Queſtion did ſo extreamly 
diſpleaſe him, that chiding me heartily for ſuch a folly, he proceeded 
to ſay, For ought I (ce, thou thinkeſt God is grown fo old, that he 
hath not ſtrength enough left to govern the world alone, and'fo calls 
in the Saints to affiſt him. I ſeeing him in a rage, endeavoured to pa- 
cite him, profeſſing it had never been my belief, but that I always 
thought God was the only Ruler of all things, wichout any help or 
aſſiſtance; but the Prieſts made the poor Chriſtians believe that God 
operated nothing at all but through the interceſſions of his Saints ; *tis 
no news to me, added he then,that the Prieſts joy in the Ignorance of 
the faithful,and they borrow for lending too much Faith to thePrieſts. 
hoſe who read the facred Scripture, have no need to loſe themſelves 
by the Lectures of the Prieſts. . 

M. He was well acquainted wita the Plague which reigns at pre- 
ſent amongſt the Chriſtians in Ewrope. _. | 

P. After this he made-me go down, and at the foot of the Ladder 
he asked me whether I was ſatisfied; to which Queſtion I anſwered, 
that my Curioſity did but begin to be inflamed, whilſt my Intentions 
were only {et upon ſeeing where the Popes lived ; therefore the longer 
I was kept from ſeeing them, the more violently my Curioſity increa- 
ſed ; yet the Romans (1aid he then to me) ought to be glutted with the 
ſight of the Popes, having perhaps ſeen roo many with their eyes, and 
touched roo many with their hands; ſo that methinks they ſhould 
eſteem it high time to rid themſelves of ſuch Plagues, who infect the 
very Liberty of Princes, and diſturb the Tranquillity of the People : 
yet fince thou haſt ſuch an anxiety ſtill to ſee the Popes, let us go, I 
will accompany thee not only to ſhew thee the way, but to take care 
- of thee,leſt thou ſhouldſt break thy neck ; for uſually near the Papal 
Habitations, there are great Precipices, which are not ſeen till after 
one is falndown into them. Thus diſfcourſing, we walked on, through 
a round Gallery, which looked liker the houſe of ſome Magician,than 
the Palace of the Popes ; at the end was a moſt magnificent Hall of a 
q r form, lofty, and of an admirable ftracture, but it trem- 
bled like a Buſh. I would have ſtopt, apprehending the Machine 
would have faln down upon wy back,and buried me in its ruines, but 
my Comrade encouraged me, ſaying, there was no danger yet, for the 
time of the deſtruction of that place was not yet come ; invigorated 
by theſe words, I advanced further on, to ſee whence it could proceed 
that a Machine that was ſo beautiful, and built with mn og walk, 
ſhould be liable to ſhake in that manner, as if it had been a little Tree 
newly planted in the midſt of an open Field _ 
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M. There muſt needs be ſome myſtery in that, becanſe it 1s con- 
trary to the courſe of nature. | ; | 
P. Thou muſt underſtand that this Hall is upheld by a multicade of 
Fryers and Prieſts, who kneeling with cheir hands upon their knees, 
bare it upon their backs, and they began already to put their hands 
upon the ground, which made them appear more like beaſts than men. 
And becauſe it was impoſſible for me to obſerve it without my kneel- 
ing, I made no bones of ir,to ſatisfie my curioſity 3 it being very plex- 
fant to me to obſerve the poſture of thoſe wretched Fryers ; for ſome 
of them knocked their Noſes to the ground, and others endeavoured 
to bear themſelves up, and others had a mind to lie flat down,to leave 
all the wn upon'the reſt of their fellows ; others curfed thoſe who 
had planted them to bear up rhat building. On the back-ftde there 
was a multitude of perſons heaving with -their ſhoulders againſtthe 
Wall of this Hall, ftriving to throw down this building: bat that 
which imports moſt was, that they did it with fo great delight and 
force, that their ſweat ran down all over their faces ; being amazed at 
this, I asked my friend of it, who informed me thus; Thoſe which thou 
ſeeſt _ this Fabrick, are the Divines and Doctors of the Roman 
Church; and becauſe the fatigue is great, they would be willing to be 
diſcharged of it, but it is impoſſible for them to be freed, being nailed 
there by their own fault. Ar firſt they bore it all upon their heads, 
ſtanding upright ; but afterwards being oppretled with the extremity 
of the weight, they bowed down their heads, receiving the weight 
upon their necks; but thoſe being weakened, they ſhifted it all upon 
their ſhoulders, whereon they upheld the building a great while,until 
their ſtrength failed them, and then they bowed down to the Earth, 
as you ſaw them. Thoſe other who ſtand in a poſture to throw down 
all this pile into ruine, are.the Doors and Divines of the contrary 
Religion, who labour ſtoutly for the deſtruction of this Fabrick, and 
would have done it beforenow,if it were not for the Afiſtance which 
they often receive from the benignity of Princes. When he had ſaid 
this, he ſhewed at the four corners of the Hall four Princes,who were 
ſtretching their wits to prop it up, which was it that _ it upright ; 
for ſtill,as the others endeavoured to overthrow it; theſe ſtaid it with 
the props which they held in their hands ; neither can it be diſcerned 
w__ were the readier,the one to maintain it, or the other torthrow 
it down. 

M. What Princes were theſe who ſo much concerned themſelves 
for the ſupporting of this place ? : 

P, The Emperor, the King of Spaiy, and the King of Poland at three 
corners, and at the fourth many Carholick Princes joyned together as 
welk Germans as Italians; but yet the ary {upport is thar- which is 
given by the Emperor and the King of Spain, D 2 AM. 
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24. I have ever heard that France, and the Republick of Venice, 
have brought a great many props to hold up the Yatican; how comes 
it then that you oP nothing here of them ? 


P. Softly ; you do not give me time to tell all this will come after ; 
but ſince thou art in ſuch haſte to know it, T will tell thee that the 
King of France, and the Republick of Yenice, defend the Yatican, as 
thou ſayeſt, with Policy, that is to ſay, with moderation : and altho' 
ſome Ages paſt theſe two Potentates, without conſidering of the-infi- 
nite charge, and the hazard they put their own States to, ran furiouſ- 
ly to the defence of the Popes, when they ſaw them oppreſled either 
with the ambition of Princes, or the force of Hereſies : yet their 
principal end was, not to. help the Popes to grow ſo proud ( bein 

wiſe enough to foreſee that which afterwards came to paſs , whil 

theſe good Popes growing great, not to ſay fat, by the protection of 


theſe two Monarchies, ſpurned at the obligation,and like Mules kick- 


ed at thoſe who brought them their provender) but only to gain 
themſelves a name of Piety and Zeal towards Religion with the 

eople; fo that from that time they have gone with leaden heels to 
the aſfiltance of the Popes; and I ſee them in this part of the Hall 
which I have deſcribed to thee, walking up and down with their 
props in their hands ; and I obſerve it is their policy to ſee the place . 
attached, but not conquered ; they are pleaſed co ſee it tremble and 
ſhak'd, but not to be precipitated or caſt down 3 and therefore they 
incite the Combatants to fight againſt it ; and when they ſee the Vi- 
ory inclining to. them, they immediately ſet to their props, not ha- 
ving the heart to ſee the place thrown down. 

1, Now I donot doubt but that place was the habitation of the. 
Popes, thoſe particulars which thou relates ſo clearly manifeſting ir, 
that ir would þe a groſs ſimplicity to queſtion it: 

P. There is no great wit required to conjecture it ; I preſently ima- - 
| it before the good man told me any thing of it, and was imme- 

ately confirmed in my opinion.. 

24. Why then did not the King of Spain, and thoſe other Princes. -

my before they have had any ſucceſs, than to drive them out again 


when they have got any footing ? | 

P. *Tis certain the Spaniard and the Emperour would have diſturb- 
ed the whole world, and turned it up-{ide down, as they have often 
done with their violent Remedies, it the King of Franceand the Yere- . 
tian Republick had not hindred them. But thoſe two great Powers 


judged the things of Religion according to Policy, and on the con-. 


. trary the other Princes judged of matters of Policy according to the 


Laws.

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Laws of Religion 3 for the King of France, and the Republick of Ye- 
mice know very well, that if the Hereticks had not mortified the Pope 
and his Ecclefiaſticks, the Ecclefiaſticks and the Pope would have 
been Hereticks againſt the Princes, and therefore they often help the 
Proteſtants at a pinch, not that they would defend their Religion, but 
that they might with their Religion mortifie the Popes, and by con- 
ſequence be more humblgd to the Catholick Princes. For my part 1I 
cannot fay I ever received ſo much pleaſure info ſhort a time, as when 
I ſtayed in the out-parts of this Pontificial Seat : for the King of Sparz 
and the Emperor who upheld, now and then-gave a kick to thoſe Ad- 
verſaries that ſought to ſhake it ; the King of France, and the Repub- 
lick of Yenice, when they ſaw it, interpoſed, ſo that they put off moſt 
of the blows. | 

21. Dofſt thou take this to be well, to prote& thoſe who attempt 


: ' the deſtruction of the Pontificial Majeſty ? 


P. If the Popes ſeek to deftroy the Majeſty of the Princes, why 
ſhould not the Princes be permitted to procure the mortification of 
the Majeſty of the Popes? We muſt diſtinguiſh berween mortificatiorr . 
and deſtruction 3 for the French and the Yenetians endeavour only the 
mortification,but not thedeſtruction of the Pontificial Greatneſs,and in 
truth they much more benefit the Church, than the other Princes do, 
who would deſtroy the whole world to pleaſe the Pope. But when the - 
concern is for the Church of Chriſt, then the King of France, and the: 
Republick of Yenice are more zealous than-the Spaniards, who-eſteem 
themſelves fo Catholical. But on the other fide, when-the Popes-In- 
tereſt is upon the Board, then the Spaniards are moſt zealous, and the 


French and the Yenetians, if they do not ſtand out, are at leaſt content” 


with a natural heat, and upon this account, becauſe the Zeal of the 
5 ep looks more to the Intereſt of the Pope, than the Intereſt of 
the Church, and the Zeal of the others regards much more the bene-: 
fit. of the Church, than: that of the Popes.

much of aCitizen of Rome,that-is to fay,art but 1] inſtructed in the na- 
ture of the Yatican; and indeed the Romars are like Fiſh which live in 
the alt water, yet are themſelves inſfipid; ſo theſe Roman: juſt live, be- 
cauſe the Yatican ſuffers then to live, without underſtanding the na- 
ture of their Yaticar; but I am not able to endure that ſuch a perſon 
as thou art, fo excellently well inſtructed in ſo- many witty Subtilties, 
ſhould (till lie immerged in fo grofs an Ignorance. Knowrthen, that to 
the modeſt perſons that haunt the Yaricen, it happens juſt as it does in 
France, to fach as will needs ſtand upon their formality and civility at - 
Table for the French accuſtomed to their liberty of behaviour, eat 
all up, and the others riſe hungry, and repent their ſtarcht Modeſty. 
M. So that in France it ſeems they are no ſooner ſet down at Table, 


| but their hands mult be put into the diſh as quick as the reft of the 


company. 
' Moſt certainly, unleſs they deſire to keep Zernr, whilſt the French 
keep Eafter. But let me go on, I prethee, with the diſcourſe my friend 
ran on in. Know, Paſquino, faid he, that this baſhfulneſs in the Yaricar 
runs the ſame riſque that it does at the Tables.in France, where thoſe 
that reach not out their hands, go without their Dinners; fo that it is 
neceſfary in the Yaticar to make uſe of the French boldneſs, that is, 
confidently into.al!l places, pry into the moſt reſerved Writings in Gr 
binets, ask.impudently for any thing they have a mind to, ſpeak freely 
what they intend to do, look out for their Dinners. without being in- 
vited; in fine, quarrel with the Matters in their own houſes, if they 
givethemnot more than they offer to ask. "Thus the French comport 
themſelves where-ever they areadmitted ; and' thus -muſt all people do 
in the Yatican, or elſe they-muſt come our as empty as they went in. 
Fruits never fall from their Trees, till they begin to loſe their fa- 
vour, and putrifie ; ſo that thoſe who make a Trade of them, muſt ga- 
ther them before they decay. Modeſty in the Yatican ruines thoſe 
that uſe ir. They that would bave graces, muſt be Impoeranate for 
them; and.thoſe that would receive favours, muſt earneſtly beg them ; 
pd they that would not be rejected, muſt be skilful toput themſelves 
rward; Thoſe that rule in- the Yaticaz, are uſually deaf; and there- 
fore it is neceſlary to ſpeak aloud ; or they/are blind, and thoſe that 
ſtand at a diſtance are not-taken notice of; you muſt; if they be deaf, 
pull them-by-the Coas, tell; who you-are, and what you defire; and: 
like F«cob with the Angel, not ſuffer them to depart till you do 
ceive

ceived the bleſſing; if they be deaf, take rhem about the neck, ſer 
our mouth to their ears; and cry out as the Jews do, when they call 
or their Meffias, and repeat your note, till you -have evident ſigns 
that all you fay is well underftood. Woebe to thoſe that ſtand ar the 
Vatican Gates, expecting that the Alms of fome Benefit ſhould be ſenr 
to them; for this is a place which can never be opened whilſt the Þ 
keep the Keys themſelves, unlefs it be thoſe who can force it with 
Paut's Sword 3 {ince it is the nature of the Þ to deſpiſe thoſe that 
over-value them, and to value thoſe that deſpiſe them. The devont, 
the meek and the humble are openly negleaeds the infolent, the raſh 
and the _ immediately find Hats for their heads;becauſe Cardinal- 
ſhips, Biſhopricks, Abbys and Benefices, are never given by the Popes, 
but always ſtoln by the pretenders; therefore,my dear Paſpini thou 
wilt obſerve Modeſty in that place, thou art certain to haye nothing 
fall ro thy ſhare. 
24, This diſcourſe muſt much encourage thee, and inflame thy de- 
fires to go farther on, : 
P. It did fo embolden me, that I got from behind the pillar, where 
I retired out of reſpe& to rhe place; fo that I walked in rhe midit of 
thoſe Great Popes, ſtrutting about with my hands on my Girdle like 
Bartholomew of Bergamm.

deed, the Petty Clerk comes out declared not aBiſhop, or aNuntio, but a 
moſt Eminent Cardinal ; whilſt the Prelates of the Court, moſt wor- 
thy of ſuch honours, break their horns by daſhing their heads together, 
to find out how this comes about ; neither do_they leave beating their 
brains, till chey come to diſcover the virtue of theſe Spectacles. Now, 
becauſe naturally the Popes Nephews include the Brothers alſo, incli- 
ned by a certain natural inſtin&, to vilifie the merits of the moſt deſer- 
ving perſons ; What canſt thou gueſs they do to put them by the Ho- 
nours due to them? As ſgon as they ſee thoſe Prelates come near the 
preſence of the Pope, with a whole bundle of ſervices performed to the 
Church, and an infinity of Merits to obtain the deſerved rewards of

P. Yes, they make uſe of both ſorts, but being made by their Su- 
preme Authority, they always order thoſe which are made for their 
own ule, to be tempered much finer and ſubtiler, than the Spectacles 


| of the Lords their Uncles. 


M. I ſhould be glad to know at what time, to what purpoſe, and to 
what perſons they make uſe of thoſe Spectacles. | 

P, Well, I will tell thee then what things are done at Rome, which 
thou ſhouldſt know as well as my ſelf; but this is the common miſery 
of the Romans, who live at Rome and know not what is done in the 
Vatican, where they treat of nothing but the deſtruction of the Romans. 
The Nephews then make ule of theſe Spectacles at all times, unleſs it 
beat certain days of Solemnities, when blindneſs prevails, a giddy 
madneſs flying up into their heads, they do ac all t hoodwinkr, 
bur at all other times, except thoſe days, they put on, and pull off thoſe 
Spectacles in this manner. When they would reward ſome Servant of 
their family, who has ſerved them a great many years, they put on the 
Spectacles which leſſen and contra& the ſtght ; in confidering of their 
Services, and to take a view of what they thould give them, they pur 
on the other Spectacles, that magnifie every thing 3 ſodelighting them- 
ſelves, by eſteeming themſelves generous, they fancy they beſtow much 
more than they have deſerved : but always when they are to receive 
any thing themſelves, they take the Spectacles which make every thing 
look very little ; by which means they can never be ſatisfied; for when 
2 Genoeſe Prelate, for they bid higheſt, comes and gives them fifty thou- 
fand Crowns, the Nephews inſtantly pur on the foreſfaid Spectzcles, 
which contra&t every thing that the fifty thouſand Crowns hardly 
appear one thouſandz by which means they remain with fo unſatiable- 
an appetite, that they are always craving more. 

4. Now I gueſs 1 underſtand their thoughts, or to ſpeak trulier, the. 
reaſons why my Lords. their Nephews ſlight the Injuries whictrare diſ- 
courſt againſt them, being call'd Thieves 3 nay, the worſt of Thieves, 
becauſe they look upon all things which chey ſteal with their leſfening 
Spectacles, which makes great things thew as little or nothing,& cannot 
imagine there ſhould be any cauſe of-complaint, being matters of ſo

P. They are worthy both of Compaſſion, and Puniſhment ; of Com- 
afſfion, becauſe they are induced to it by the Violent power the Devil 
ac over them 3 of Puniſhment, becauſe they allow themſelves to be 
tempted to do ſuch actions, which make themScandalous to the eyes of 
the wholeWorld. When aServant will Rob hisPadron he never ſteals all 
his money at once, leſt his theft ſhould be immediately diſcovered, but 
ingeniouſly takes now and then a Piſto], and ſo would the Nephews of 
Popes do, if they had but fo much wit, as to rob with that Moderation, 
that might keep them from being accounted publick Thieves: But I be- 
lieve they do not imagine, that they are great Thieves, orelſe think the 
world is blind, for otherwiſe they would not have expoſed their reputati- 
on ſogroſly. The beſt remedy would be to take from them thoſe accurſed 
Spectacles, which make Piſtols ſeem like Farthings, and ſo diminiſh ex- 
ceſfive thefts, Reducing them to ſuch minute Artomes, that the very 
Confeſlors abſolve them as if the theft were not of value enough to a- 
mount to a fin. But this is a thing not poſſible, whilſt theſe Spectacles 
2re incorporated to them, by rhe blefling granted unto them by his

wo Tow aſhamed to tell thee, and yet I _ that thou mayſt have 


thy part of the ſhame alſo.

worthy of Memory; now thoſe memorable things were either appoint-

ferts that devour Travellors may be there more eaſily robbed ; in for-- 


bidding Marriages between thoſe who have been Goſſips ; in multiply- 


ing the number of Biſhops : in making the Relicks of Saints to be a-- 
dored and kiſſed: in forbidding Religious orders wearing habits of ſilk : 
giving order that Hallelujah thould be ſung in Churches : in conjuring; 
out Devils; in commanding Procefſions through publick ftreets : in 
appointing dying people to be anointed with holy Oy! ; in forbidding: 
thoſe of Religious Orders to own any Subjection to Princes ; inputting 
2 Croſs on the Popes Shooe : in decreeing Incenſe to Images ; in grant- 
ing Indulgences ſome for years, and others for ever, together wi h an 
hundred ſuch kind of juggles, to which they bent all their ſtudies.

P. I was in a itrange toſs, not knowing what to make of it, not ſo- 
much for ſeeing the Popes bufied with ſuch trifles, as for ſeeing them 
diſingaged from heaping up riches, and I really ſaid within my felt ; how- 
ſtrange a thing is this ! the Popes in Xome now think of nothing elſe but: 
building Palaces for their Nephews, and pulling down thoſe which 0- 
thers have built with ſo much Sweat,to advance their own memories in 
impoſing Taxes and Cuſtoms on the miſerable people; in ſelling of 
Offices and Benefices to thoſe who offer moſt money for them ; in 
threatningPrinces withWar upon every petty account; in looking out for 
great Marriages to advance their own families, in charging Biſhopricks 
with heavy Penſ1ons; In giving liberty to their Relations to accumulate 
immenſe treaſures; in robbing the Altars of Chriſt for to hang the 
Walls of their Nephews palaces. And after I had made ſome reflections 


' on theſe particulars, I freely told my ſentiments to the good man who 


accompanied me, who quickly. anſwered me thus ; Frieng, the Popes 
never change their nature, always preſerving the very ſame inclinations 
they had at firſt; though nature is altered in them, yet whatever ſmall 
difference thou ſeeſt between this Vatican and that at Rome, it does not 
come from the nature.of the place, but the alteration of time ; for none 
of the Modern Popes enter into this p!z.ce, . for thoſe which thou ſeeſt 
here were Popes of the Primitive Age, which were. not uſed to theft, 
perhaps becauſe the Church in thoſe rimes had not treaſures that could 
be ſtolen and therefore theyimployed the hours of the day in ſuch af- 
fairs as thou ſaweſt them buſy in. But fince the Popes . have-had much 
Wealth, and Eſtates to diſtribute, they have other thoughts, . and apply 
themſelves to thoſe . Exerciſes that thou ſpeakeſt of, which are at pre- 
ſent the buſineſs in Rome. So that 'tis ſufficient to ſatisfy thee at preſent

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to know, that all che Popes which thou ſeeſt in this place gre thoſe who 
have lived holily, or at leaſt moderately, and ſworn Enemies to their 
kindred : Bur as ſoon as ever the news was brought to this place, that 
the Popes had changed their nature, and put on humane affections, and 
minded nothingelſe but inriching their Nephews, to the prejudice of 
all Chriſtendom, Heaven thought it Expedient te ſhut its Gates againſt 
them, ſo that*tis above two hundred years {ince any of them have come 
into this place. I was aſtoniſh't at this information, yet was curious e- 
nough to:go round a ſecond time, the better to obſerve every thing there; 
and truly amongſt all the Popes faces which I ſaw there, I {aw bur three 
which I knew, which _ me the greater amazement, becauſe I had 
well known.at Rome all the Popes for two hundred years laſt paſt,from 
which time the vates of that place had been barr'd. o 

7, And who were thoſe Popes you knew ? x 

P. Adrian the {1xth, Pius the fifth, and Sixrms, the fifth. And having 
a more particular curioſity to look on them diſtinctly, I declared my 
Sentiments to my good Guide ; thinking it very ſtrange, how they had 
got in afterthe doors had been ſhut, but he who was better inform'd 
than my ſelf, rold me that theſe had got in after the ſhutting up of the 
Gates by ſingular favour, two of them for being .enemies to their kin- 
dred, and the third which was Six: for having left the Churchyſo ex 
treamly rich.O then, cried I, Heaven looks more narrowly into the: Acti- - 
ons of the Popes than the men of the world do, for they dare not ſpeak 
the leaſt word againſt their Holineſles, though they ſee them ruball the 
wealth of the. Church openly. 

1, Heaven fears not impriſoament, as Men in the World do- | 

P., Seeing I ſaw nor one of the laſt Popes in this place, particularly 
not Alexander the ſeventh, I grew furiouſly angry, for having. wholly 
loſt all my pains, which aimed above all things to be- informed, not, of 
the State of thoſe Popes who had died with the repute of holine(s 
but thoſe who had m_— with the Name of very Devils 3 and my 
fury raged more violently, . becauſe. I had askt that man if he knew 
where thePopes of the two laſt Ages were,8 he had replyed he knew not 
any thing of them art all, becauſe the Lord God in the hidden ſecrets 
of his Juſtice had diſpoſed-of them ſuitably to the deſerts of their works 
at Kome. But I notwithſtanding my knowing very well, that they Me- 
riced-Hell for their Tyrannies, and Extortions towards the poor people - 
to inrich their kindred, yet would not at that inſtant Judge ſo rigorouſly, . 
but I imagined they were in Purgatory. . 

M. There then you might look for them, for when the Purgation of 
cheir ſins is paſt they would come thither to the others? 

P. Thy. Councel does not pleaſe me in- this Matter, for T would. ne- 
ver be ſuch a fool to wait perhaps in-vain thouſands of years there, and 
ſpecially whilſt I was ſo uncertain whether they were in -Purgatory, 
, or - 
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"or indeed in, hell ; Nay, if they were really in Purgatory it were 
madneſs in me to wait for their coming out, the Popes having not only 
their own particular guilts on their backs, buc alſo the ſins of their Ne- 


pRemrs, and of Many others ſinners, whom they lead unto fin, therefore - 


urgatory muſt be a very hell to them. 

44. What didit thou do then having loſt thy longing ? 

P. T threw away all thoſe thoughts which ſo tormented my head to 
ſee the Popes,and began to fix in my mind a defire to fee theirNephews 
though it were requiſite to go into Purgatory for it ; which that gbod 
perſon obſerving, he was ſo tcandalized at me, that he went out before 
me, and when we were in the middle of the laſt Gare of the aforeſaid 
Vatican, he diſappeared I do not know how, and Iremained in an un- 
known place and where no body knew me. 
= Poor Paſquin,l begin to pitty thee, but what reſolution didſt thou 

e? 

P. I was beſides my ſelf, and continued in ſuſpence, for the ſpace of 

a good half hour, when wandring about in a ſtrange perplexity, juſt 


like one of thoſe who know not whether they are of God, or of the - 


Devil 3 in Heaven, or Earth ; in Hell, or Paradiſe ; when not knowing 
which Leg to ſet forward, I perceived there was but one way, ſo I de- 
termined to go on, and ſee the end of it. I bid farewel to the Vatican, 
and mended my pace for the quicker diſpatch ; and had ſcarce gone on 
two hours, when I found my ſelf in a great Court, built about with lofty 
Walls, painted with ſundry ſtories, of Martyrs, of Confeſlors, of Nuns, 
of Virgins, and of Hermits ; atthe very entrance into this Court, I mer 
with a perſon of good Meen, with an ill favoured rough face, and a 
beard like a Capuchin, in the habit of a Swirzerland Carrier, I look'r 
2 little while on him, and he did the ſame,looking wiſtly upon me; and 
I perceiving he carried a great bundle of letters, I could not refrain in- 

viring of him, whither he was travelling, and from whom he was 

ent ? who courteouſly anſwered me in few words, that he was go- 
'ing = ſome letters to the Rongans, which Chriſt the Redeemer ſent 
unto them.

what have the good Como done ? They have found out this good 
Policy for themſelves, and Diabolical to others, to-divide it into a hun- 
dred fragments and pieces, cauſing part to be read in Quires by the 
Prieſts, and part on the Alfars by others of them, cauſing it be tranſlated - 
into the LatinTongue, 8 forbidding it under moſt rigorous puniſhments 
ro be read in the Vulgar tongue 5 which is the ſame thing as to baniſh 
it out of Chriſtendom, for amongſt three thouſand Chriſtians you will 
ſcarce-find two who underſtand the Latin tongue, and perhaps thoſe two 
are either ſuch as leaſt trouble themſelves about heaven, or ſuch as 
know not how to unite thoſe broken, and uncontinued fragments ?

. P. If the people read the Sacred Scripture in their Mother Tongue, 
as it was compiled by the divine Writters 5: that is to fay, all the _—_ 
CLE. 
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_ of St. Pal one after another, likewiſe thoſe of St. Teter, and St, Famer, 
the Acts of the Apoſtles, the Goſpel of the Evangelifts ; in fne, all that 
45 contained in the Old and New Teſtament, the People would find fo 
great a Conſolation in the reading thereof, that they would rely on no- 
"thing elſe, beſides they would ſee with their own eyes in what their fal- . 
-yation ought to conſiſt, and ſo would: turn away from that falſe belief, 
-which they have placed on their- Eccleftaſticks, who ſeeing very wel! 
that the People do not know what is their duty towards heaven, becauſe 
they do nat read the divineDecrees, living like beaſts,being led by.their 
Noſfes, as they drag Afles into Foreſts, to load them with Wood ; theſe 
Eccleftaſticks draw conſequences levelled to their own Intereſts, Eſta- 
bliſhing Laws againſt the Laws of Chritt, and Decrees againſt the De- 
crees of God; {o that the people who know not the Laws of Chriſt, nor 
the Decrees of God, think themſelves ſaved by the Decrees and Laws 
of the Ecclefiaſticks. Ask' me not, Marforius, what it would import the 
People to read the holy Scriptures in the Vulgar tongue?for if they once 
taſted. it, their defires would be more & more inflamed,8& they would do 
nothing elſe bur read it, whilſt this opened their eyes to ſee the infinite 
abuſesintroduced. into the Church by the Eccleftaſticks, and the dife- 
- rence:they would find between the Laws of God, and theLaws of Men; 
- .nfine, they would clearly {ce their Errors, and know how they are de- 
. ceived by the Church-men, * who {ſtudy with all Induſtry to keep the 
.people under, by leaving them in Ignorance, foras long as they are kept 
without the knowledge of the holyScriptures, thePrieſts will turn them 
.and "mi them at their pleaſure, purſuing every way their own In- 
tereſts. | | 
A. IT could wiſh all'theſe words of thme were ſcattered all over 
Chriſtendom. 

P. And I would have all Chriſtendom furniſh themſelves with 
Bibles, and particularly New Teſtaments in the Vulgar Tongue, by 
Which 7 would ſee in what ſtate of perdition they are, and how they 
are abuſed. 

M, T would have theeunderſtand, that my eyes begin already to be 

 -much opened, and I now remember, that ſome months ago there came 

ren Bibjes in the Vulgar tongae, five of which were for the uſe of five 
Cardinals. Bur let us return to our diſcourſe, and tell me what could 
incline thee to believe, that Chriſt had not writ Letters to the Romans. 

P, Thou knoweſt, Marforius, Iam none of thoſe wry Necks which 
Reign amongſt Chriſtians, eſpecially among Fryars. There is nothing1 
hate worle than hypocriſy, therefore.it appears very difficult ro me to 
believe, that Chriſt after having lefr ſo many holy rules, and ſo many 
divine inſtructions in the ſacred Writ would {end new injunctions, as af 
Heaven was'obliged to accommodare it {elf to rhe guſt of men, ana not 

men to the Decrees of Heaven ; but then I faid within my felt; 1 ws 
; : mugnry 
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mighty miracle would this be? The 2/eſimeſes do believe they have 
received a letter which was Written by the Virgin unto them; and 
ſhall I that was born in. Rome refuſe to believe that Chriſt writ letters 
to the Romans ? Perhaps 'the Meſſineſes are more worthy than the Ro-- 
mans > Perhaps there was Ink and Paper, found for the Virgin to write 
with to the eſſineſes, and none found for Chriſt to write to the Ro- 
mans With 2 Truly the Roman: have far greater need of the protection 
of Chriſt than the Meſſineſes have of the Protection of the Virgin yet 
the Meſſineſes ay that the Virgin offered them her protection in that 
letter; now behold what made me think it poſſible, thac Chriſt ſhould 
ſend an expreſs from heaven to the Romans. - 

M. And Iquite contrary ſhould have believed that Chriſt had re- 
newed his Memory in Rome, with that particular Letrer, that ic might. 
not beabſolutely effaced, becauſe the Romars think ſo much of the Pope 
now, that they remember nothing at all of Chrift. But tell'me, could 
not the meſſenger inform thee of ſome particularities ? 
 _ P. Meſſengers, dear brother, are ſuch who carry without knowing 

what they bear, or having any thing to do beſides undergoing the 
Weight. Yer I could not forbear asking him ſome queſtions, but he 
excuſed himſelf, ſaying he had no time to diſcourſe with me; beſides, he 
could not tell any great matter unleſs it were what he imagined, and” 
what an Angel had told him, which was that Chriſt exhorted the Rc- 
mans in theſe letters not to ſuffer themſelves to be abuſed with ſo many 
falſe Introductions of ms Statutes & that they ſhould continually read 
the Sacred Scripture in theVulgar tongae, for in that they would ſee the . 
great abuſes which were found in theChurch his Spouſe. The poor meſ- 
{enger could tell! me nothing elſe, ſo he followed on his way,and Tenter* 
ed into the Court, turning about this way and that way to view the Pi- 
E&ures,which indeed deſerved looking on,for the curioſity of the deſigns. 

M. But what were thoſe curious deſigns, you ſo magnify ? 

P, Of ſome Fathers who force their daughters to become Nuns 3 of 
certain Prieſts who ſeleR penicents,ofMifſionaries who manage the con- 
verſion of the Hereticks., of Prelates who Negotiate for Benefices, of 
Popes who _— Indulgences: of Merchants who buy Mules for the 
Cardinals, and a hundred thouſand of ſuch kind of things;but that which 
delighted me moſt, was, to ſee the poſtures thoſe perſons were drawn 
in : and asI was walking round abour, a Prieſt ſtood juſt before me, at 
leaſt he appeared to be one to my eyes, who ſhewed me a great Gate, . 
which was in the middle of one of the four Walls, which I had ſeen well 
enough before, bur had no intention togo in at it, Judging it betcer 
to go in at another lefler door, which was in the other Wall over 
2gainſt the great one: when the Prieſt coming near me, without ask- 
ing me either how, or when, or whence I came, or whither I wen,

of ſo many Emperors, and Princes, and Kings that have ſuffered them- 
ſelves to be led into Hell by the Counſel of fo many Prieſts, and Fri- 


ers? But what do 1 ſay > What am I afraid of > This perſon can by 
no reaſon be accounted a Prieſt, for the Prieſts will ſcarce open their 
mouths to ſpeak two Syllables unleſs they be paid for it before hand, 
with ready money 3 therefore this man that does not ask me a farthing 
cannot bea Prieſt, no not fo much as a Frier.

Argument was not bad; but what did you reſolve at laſt? 
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Cloak of devotion, and the Intereſſed Avidity of the religious Orders. 
are come to ſnch a height, that-they areno' more look't;upon as abuſes, 
having fo bewitched the minds of [the people that' they believe 
thoſe things to be Alms and Charities which are abſolute Thefts, and 
Ambition ofruling. But I will ſtop no-longer at this ſtory of the door, 
but- preceed to tell thee, that deſpairing of any-hope of getting back I 
reſolved to purſue my Voyage further,” though: to ſpeak ithe- truth, 
the further I went in, the more I repentedthe undertaking fach a Jour- 
ney; being ſure I ſhould arrive very ſuddenly at Hell ;- becauſe as I 
went onI perceived many figns of it, as ſparksof fire, ſtinking of pitch 
and great heat in the ground to my feet, and huge thowers--of Cinders 
and Aſhes, ſo that it was irtpofſible for me to Imagine chat that way 
could lead to any-other place but either the Hell of the damned, or 
Veſuvius of Naples. That which moſt afflited ; me was, that: from 
time to time I ſeemed to hear languithing voices, howling of Wolves, 
Yelling of Goats, Neighing of Horſes and other ſuch kind of noiſes. 
Which voices,though it was impoſſible for me to ſee any perſon, ſeem- 
ed as if they had been juſt before me. - And now being very weary of:

P. At my {implicity in imapaike that the Popes Nephews were in- 
Purgatory 3 fo that being weary of his laughing which held him a good 
halt hour, hewith a ſmiling face ſpoke thus unco me 3I know very well 
thar thou. art a/Pilgrim from'Rome where the people are abuſed by the 
Crafty malice of the Ecclefiaſticks who make them believe chart there 
is a place of Penance for thoſe perſons who are impenitent, and that 
the very Guilt is purged in Purgatory, without ſo much as giving an ac- 
count of the wickedneſs:commirted to any except a Prieſt. But I would 
havetheeknow, O Romaz, that none enters into Purgatory, that robs. 
theCharch' to beſtow it on the World. but thoſe whorob the World to 
give it to the Church.

thought he muſt needs beeither a Roman Inchanter or Sorcerer, or at 
leaſt a German. Witch 3 and when he perceived that I was reſolved to 
obey his exhortations, he ſummoned'ag hobgoblin as black, and as ugly, 
25 the Devil, and whiſpered in his Ears, ſo that Fdonotvery well know - 
what he ſaid, whereupon he entred again into Hell, and a Minute after 
that came out again, and brought along with him a Veſſel very like 
choſe which thePrieſts keep their holy Oyl in, which they uſe at the 
Extream Unctions ; and without making any great Compliments to me, .

A. *Tis a pretty Complement to go into Hell ; thou then were con- 
_ tent to go fir{t without any Ceremony ? | 
" FP. Why what would you have me do?I{hould have been better pleaſed 
to have been carried, but ſeeing theDevil either would not,or could nor 
undertake the charge, Ireſolved to paſs on firſt ; true it is, that being 
entered into the Mouth, in whigh were two holes, and offering to go 
down by that which was on the right hand, the Demon cryed ont with 
a loud voice, that TI miſtook the way, for I was to go on the left hand, 
which I immediately obey'd, and caſt my ſelfon that fide, which ſlided 
me finely down in fuch a dainty manner, that I had no ſooner ſet m 
feet in it,. but I wasatthe bottom in the Twinkling of an Eye, deſcend- 
ing juſt like thoſe who Glide upon Ice. The Devil helping me a little 
alſo, puſhing me on behind, to haſten our Journey the better, that we 
might end_-it-in good time. : 
A. I think the Devils do fo in the worldalfo; never driving any in- 
.to Hell, unleſs they firſt preſs themſelves forwards. 
-P. Moſt certainly ; now both of us Precipitating our ſelves ſliding 
-on ſtill, we came to the Shore of a large lake, which was extreamly A- 
gitated and toſs'd, the Waves riſing up above two hundged yards, and 
then precipitated down again with a hideous roaring which wondered 
much ar, ſeeing ſo great a tempeſt, and not being able co hear the ſmal- 
leſt breath of any Wind. But thg Devil who was with me told me thar 
Water boil'd, by the great Violence of fire, which is underneath it, to 
whom 1 faid then, that the flames of Hell muſt needs be very ardent, 
ſeeing they force che Waters to riſe with ſo much Violence, which 
ſeemed to part into five parts, and yet held great correſpondence, though 
the Nature, or Perhaps the Virtue, of ohe pare of the Water, did nor 
agree with the Nature, and Vertue of the other ;'the Devil proceeding 


on to inform me better,as followeth, the Water which thou iceſt, every * 


one that goes to hell is neceſſitated to ferry over, and *tjs Expedient for 
them to ſteer ſo exactly that they may be ſure to go through each of thoſe 
diviſions which thou obſerveſt: And if thou wilt know the cauſe of this

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'P, There is one boat,which is commonly calledCharoa's Ferry which 
is loaded with paſſengers twicea day, but it is worth noting that the 
Barque goes thither,burt never comes back, for the ſaid Waters are eaſy 
to be\ navigated in the return upwards z therefore there are a multirude 
of Sinipwrights ever. building new ones, a Bark ſerving only for one 
Voyage, being always broken in a hundred pieces at the other Shoar. I 
embzrqued then in this boat, together with the D2mon, for want of a 
better companion, but Charon would not take any other paſſenger in at 
this time, beſtowing a thouſand civilitiesupon me, and the Mariners 
behaved themſelves with more than ordinary Courteſy, ſtriving with 
one another who ſhould be moſt ſerviceable to me; at theentring into 
this boat, there came @n Intolerabie ſtink to me of Pitch, of Bitumen, 
Sulphur and ſuch kind of things, but above all of Afla fzrida, to ſuch a 
degree that I thought the Violence of the ſtenches would have poi- 
ſoned me, and thought what fools are they who would go to hell ; when 
we were arrived at the haven an Infinite number of Demons came and ' 
met us,every one of them having Five or Six Horns on their Heads, 
and every one of them offered me his ſervice, without any thing for 
their pains, which was the more Remarkable, ſo that I wondered very 
much that none ſhould demand of me payment for my paſſage or freight, 
neither did any of them ſo much as ask a little drinking mony. Sol bleſt 
God that had once let me ſee a Country that was diſintereſled and free- 
hearted; the Devil who conducted me knowing my admiration, inter- 
rogated me whether frankneſs was not in faſhion all over Komez to 
which Query I anſwered thys: Since Meum and Tum have been Intro- 
duced into the World, Taxes and Cuſtoms have been brought to ſuch 
an Extravagance, that the Peopleare forged to buy at dear Rates every 
thing which Nature had given freely to mankind : But this ſort of Ty- 
ranny which is ſo univerſal in the World, ſeems to be moſt peculiar to 
Rome, where the Popes have introduced fo many impoſitions and ſo ma- 
ny Cuſtoms, that the very deceaſed are not exempted, whilſt thoſe bo- 
dies are often kept unburied which have not left enough to pay the 
Prieſt his burying fees; in fine,thoſe who travel in the World, had need 
be always with a purſe in their hands; for ſtrangers, belides their paying 
for the very roads they tread, & {uffering a hundred Infolences from 
the watchmen who keep the Gates for the Ofhcers of the Caſtoms, 
are 1'ſo conſt-ained unde: the Notion of Alnz, to pay for 
the _ the Reliques of the Saints, for the very confefling of their 
own lins. | 
M. God forgive the inventers of theſe thhgs, but what ne2d had the 
Devil of this Information, if, as the Divines fay,the Demons doalready 
know all that is, or has been done in the World.

If you would but begin to kick at. the 
French, which tread upon you, you would find: an hundred hands ready to helpyou:_ It 
concerns you to begin the work, and us to find out means. to compleat it; we, who 
have been favourable to France, to.bring down Spain, would now be fayourable to Spain 
ro bring down France: Loſe no time then; for an inveterate diſtemper corrodes the 
bowels of them that haye it: You muſt either recover your loſt honour, or be content 
toloſe all you have left. The French have already brought you to ſuch extremities, as 
toask twice for Peace out of Charity ; and if you do not do your nero to defend 
your ſelves, you will be forced to beg your lives as an Alms. You will find thole that 
will ſupply you with Men and Moneys, both ſecretly and openly ; and what would you 
ave more? | .

A- 
m3azt others, I obſerved a great om—_—_ of naked Women, who held one another 
by th hand, an4 wrinzed one another hard: behind them wentan innumerable croud 
of Dzyils, with Iron Rods in their hands, threatning them, and forcing them to re- 
turn back; at, which I was much aftoniſhed, not knowing how to find out the reaſon, 


why the Devils would not haye Women be in Hell. But the /Dz#mon that was with * 


me, eaſed me of this doubt, telling-me, that they were married Women, ot which kind 
of perſons, the Devils held there was more need of in the World, than now in Heil. To 
tell you the trfith, rhis firſt reaſon did not fatisfie me, thinking ic too obſcure ; and I 
told him, I could not belieye that married perſons were more neceſſary. in the World, 
than in Hell; becauſe theſe, who were condemned to ſuch pains, had incurred them by 
their wicked life, and the World was eaſed by. the abatement of that miſchief; for from 
the diminution of wickednels ariſeth the increaſe of goodneſs. Then the Devil, who 
laughed all this while at my words, gave me this anſwer ; I did not tell thee, that Wo- 
men were neceſlary in the World for the goodeof it, but for the advantage of Hell, 
which draws a double profit from Womens living in the World ; and I'le tell thee how ; 
firſt, for the cuftom-of bearing Horns, which is grown ſo common amoneſt the De- 
vils, that it's now thought a ſhame for any one to be without them ; and becauſe we 
Devils have no Wives, who will take the pains to fill our heads with Horns, we are 
forced on that account, to multiply the number of married Whores, 'as much as it is 
poſſible in the World, knowing no other way how to maintain this faſhion which 
reigns amongſt us, introduced by the fantaſticalneſs of thoſe Painters that will needs 
have us Horned, which hath occaſioned our taking care, that among the whole Female 
Sex. the Painters Wives ſhould afford us the greateſt ſupply of that ſort of Animals; 
and now, as ſoon as any Woman's Liberality hath planted Horns on her Husband's fore- 
head, a hundred Devils are ready to cut them off; whence no Horns are ever ſeen up- 
on the heads of men, though their Wives be the greateſt Whores in the Wor'!d. This 
agreement being made between them, that-the Men ſhould preſerve the Roots, and the 
Devils wear the Branches. Secondly, Weare as ambitious as the Spaniards and there- 
fore endeavour to draw thenobleſt prey's into Hell, and becauſe Women are eſteemed 
vile, and abje& Beaſts, therefore we procure with all our power their continuing in'the 
World, by whoſe means alſo the number of the damned is always: multiplying : nor 
let this ſeem ſtrange which I ſay unto thee, O Roman ! It being a very great truth, that 
Women are cauſes of the abſolute deſtruction of Men. How many poor Husbendsare 
forced to ſteal, that they might have the liberty to kiſs their own Wives, who will not ſell 
Matrimonial kiſſes bur at the weight of Gold>How many are conſtrained to deſpair,to fee 
their multiplicity of Children exceed the conveniency of their Fortune2 and that which 
is worſt of all, that they are Children given to, and not begotten by them.

ſpeak ill, or to think 111 of the wickedneſs of the Eccleſiafticks, they remain plunged in 
gluttony and luſt, and an hundred thouſand diffoluteneſles contrary to the Laws of the 


+ God of Heaven. In fine, the profit which the ſnquifitors bring to this place is.incre- 


dible, whoſe eyes we therefore put out, left they ſhould read that themſelves which they. 
debar others from ; for they would be ſure, if they did but look into thoſe Books whic 
they prohibit others, to renounce the Inquiſition themſelves, and perceive the error 
winch brings ſo many to Hell, and ſomuch nuſchiefto Chriſtanuty. | 
 M. Truly I believe, that this reſtraint from Writing againſt, and Reading of the 
Vices of the Ecclefiafticks, makes them not a little proud, believing themſelves greater - 
than they are, in deſpite of what they know themſelves to be. 
P. > wy Inquiſitton was not introduced by thofe Popes, who piouſly ruled the

and Fryers, ſince they ſtudied nothing elſe but to top them.

BF. Blas! [the holes bel A Piel Yin at, are big enough for a Horſe. Now when 
we were HPF, L was atmy wits. end, becauſe indeed I'thought I ſhould have found 
nothing but Fryers and Prieſts, or at lealt Priefts, Eryers and Devils together all clothed 
alike, without any. difference : And that which made me think ſo, was, the uniformity 
I knew was between the Religious and the Devils ; becauſe, as the Devils ftudy 
h apaatcay'ce wry with ſpoils ; .ſo Fg Religious do. nathing but. procure 
of their Cloyfters, with othep  pecples Beſides, I-have- ever-heard 

ho uſed, ro haves commerce: RE ——__ 
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* quits contrary to What I thought; for, the Eryers, and the Priefts, were in the fame 
Habits they had uſed in the World ; and the Devils, who tormented them, were drefſed 
in the Hakits of Women and Boys; which I wondred more at, than what I had ſeen 
at firſt, aid enquired of the Dzmon the reaſon of it, yho told-me, I ought not to be 
ſcandalized to ſee the Religious ſuffer im their own Habits, for having committed many 
of their Knaveries and Scandals, under the fecurity of rhe Reſpe&t which 1s gtven to 
that Habir, uw being but juſt they ſhould ſuffer under thoſe Habits, which had cloaked 
ſo great guilts, and wickedneſles. " 
._ M.: To ſpzakthe truthindeed, without reflefting upon the Religious, who really 
fear God ; the Habit cloaks great Vices, and hides intolerable fins ; but what particu- 
Jars did the Dzmons tell thee concerning thew being transformed into the ſhape of 
Women and Boys ? | = 
- P. - They told me, That this was done to make the Religious to endure the infer- 
nal pains with the greater courage, and gave me this reaſon for it ; That the Devils, 
knowing the nature of the Religious inclined to doall manner of wickedneſs,and ſuffer 
injuries, villanies, affronts, ſcorns, and torments, for the love of Women and Boys, 
thought fit ro metamorphize themſelves into thole ſpecies, which had had: the greateſt 
prxdominancy over them. Mean while 1 went on viſiting thoſe miſerable ed 
perſons, to my great amazement, knowing an infhnite number of chele Fryers, whom 
I had ſeen in Rome, paſſing for ſo many Aacerixs's and Hilarions : Particularly I obs - 
ſerved one Cappuchin, who ſuffered: into'erable pains, 'to whom I drew near, td ſee if 
he were the ſame thar I had known in Rome, and found hin to b2 the very man ; 
who had the reputation of eating nothing but roots .of herbs, teaſoned with aſhes, 
diſciplining himſelf ail night before a Crucafix, and ſpent all tne day in Prayers and - 
Ortſons; and, in fine, was eſteemed a Compendium of Miracles ; ſeeing him in that 
place, held up my hands, with all thoſe geſtures uſual to thoſe who bznold ſome won- 
derful thing fallen out contrary to the courſe of Nature; whic'1 the Devil perceiving, 
{aid thus unto me; O'itranger ! if thou didit but know, of wiat Leaven the Religious 
are moulded, you would not think it ſo ſtranee to ſee rhem ſuffer wha: they ſo juſtly 
deſerve. - Hypocrifie, whici 1s ſo hateful to Heaven, hath made its Neft in the Cloy- 
fters of the Religious, which never do any good, they are not forced to, and contrary 
to their Szntiments, which are naturally Fſooſed to: wickedneſs; but I will tell thee 
no mare, becauſe, under the name of Hypocrtfie, all their lewdne!s 15 comprehended, 
couzening the World with Exteriour Goodneſs, and Heaven with Interiour Wicked- 
neis. To which Ionly replyed, That I would take an Oath I would never believe - 
agan the falſe APPCArances of the Religious. 

M. And I will promiſe thee the fam2; but I pretiee tell ms, whether any of the 
Order of Saint Dominick was in that place? 

P. Whether there were any there! Alas! there was fo great a number of them; - 
that th Arithmetictans could not be able ro count tnem; yet I conld not- pofiibly 
know any .of them, by reaſon of the puruthment they underweat, ſo different trom 
all the ref. | 

AM. But how ſo? Did every Religious Order thenfſuffer a diſtin&t pain > 

P. Yes; and the- pain of the Dominican Fathers was, that a Devil rid upon every 
one of them ; and it was good ſport, to ſee thoſe-good Fathers icrambling along-upon 
a'l four, and the Devil fitting aftride them with a Whip m his Paw, laſhing their 
buttocks, and at the ſame time checking them with his Bridle watch the poor Beaſts 
had in their mouths. I had the curiofity to.ask what was the reaſon, why theſe Fathers 
only were appointzd ſuch a puniſhment? to which Query the Dzmon anſwered me ; 
that theſe Fathers were fo accuſtomed to lord it over all the World, that they were 
prouJer than all the reſt of the Fraternities put together. So that Lucifer — 
the Pride of the ſaid Fathers, had condemned them to be fo humbled in Hell, becauſe 
they had been ſo exalted on Earth: And I, —_— begg'd agam'to know why they were 

in their mouths; he added, that it

| penergieg from the great indulgence they had given their back-fides, which had never - 


2d any ſcourge of Diſcipline, which all other Fryers are wont to have. O! ſaid 1, 
this is new to me, tho I am fureenoigh, that thefe' Fathers have Pride ___ mn 
' theip very bones, jet 1 never thgught that their Pride prevailed againſt their Diſcipline. 
Yes, replyed the Devil, becauſe the Effet of Diſcipline is to mortifie the body, an1 
theſe goo:l Fathers nſed_ to ſtrut up and down in Cities lite Peacocks, turning their 
breeches firſt to the right hand, and afterwards to the lefr. I, who had ſeen theſe Fa- 
thers walk up and down in that manner a thouſand times, ſaid no more, but that his 
deſcription of them was very true. Yer I ſupplicated to havea further information 
of the Bridles that they had in their mouths, and was anſwered, that they being uſed 
to ſtop the mouths of all ſorts of perſons, by their Tyrannical Tribunal of the Inquifi- 
tion, ſo that it appeared to the World, as if the liberty of diſcourſe was baniſhed our 
of Chriſtendom, by the Authority of the holy Office, which the ſaid Fryers held in their 
hands, purpoſely to ſtop all folks mouths ; therefore in Hell they ate condemned to 
ſuffer the ſame puniſhment, which they make others endure upon Earth. Beſides, 


they deſerveto have the Bridle put mm their mouths, for having tattied fo much againſt 


the immaculate Conception of the Virgin. I would not fiop any longer ro oblerye 
the torments of thefe Fryers, but went on, to remark the ſufferings of others, which 
were of a different nature. The Frarciſcans were diſputing Precedency with one ano- 
ther ; every Order amongſt them Cefiring to be vhe firſt; and at rhe ſame time the 
' Cappuchins, and the Reformed, who had been of the poor Orders, were reviling and 
railing at the Conventuals, who defended themſelves, by proving that their Poverty 
was compelled, and faſtned on their Habit, and not in their heart ; and the Recolles, 
who were neither of the poor, nor of the rich, were enraged againſt both of them, 


and left nota Curſe that was ever found out, unuttered againſt them;; but the moſt 
rq be noted was, that the- Devils, who ſtill fomented this diſcord, when they ſaw = 


them well hearted with diſdain, interpoſed and ran in between them, and with certain 
Iron Bars parted them, and ended the Fray, ſaying, Remember that ye are Airoriſts. 
"Tis true, the Recollefs were exempted frem this puriſhment, but the Devils, in 
lieu of Baſtinading them, as they did the others, hung them up by the throats and 7, 
having defired to know the reaſon, was anſwered, that they juſtly merited to be ud 
like Thieves, for having ſtollen fo many Convecnts from the other Franciſcan; the 
whilft I turned to the other fide, and ſaw the Auguſtinians, who ſuffered torments 
equal to the Frznciſcans ; fo thatT cared not to fix any longer on ſuch Objedts ; and 
the rather, becauſe they were ſo n2ar unto the Minimes, which are the Franciſcans of 
St. Paul, the laſt Order that came into the World. 

AM. How 1s it poſſible> What | are thoſe Fathers, whoare all Charity, in Hell > 

P. Why, they go the ſurer into Hell, for having relyed too much upon their Cha- 
rity, as one of thoſe Dzmons told me, who was entruſted to torment thoſe Fathers, 
and their torment was to eat the flames of fire, which was a ſort of meat, that I per- 
ceived very well, was nct a little nauſeous to them ( tho' they were obliged to it) 
by their making ſuch ill-favcured faces, as fick men do, that are to take aloachion 
Potion; and they had reaſon, for the Devils uſed no great Ceremony towards them, 
in putting ſuch Viands in their mouths, but threw the flames in with Pots and Kettles, 
without either Ladles or Spoons. I thought at firſt, that the Devils had done this on 
a good defign ; to wit, to digeft ſo much Oyl, ſo much crude Herbs, ſo much Eth ill 
dreft, ſo much unwholeſom Pulſe, and ſo much other Lenten fare, which theſe Fryers 
uſed to ſtuff their bellies with im their Cloyſters : But the Dzmon, which 1 ſpoke to 
thee of before, to!d me, that amongſt a!l the Religiaus Orders, theſe had the greateſt 
ned of being inwardly heated.all the fire of Charity being extinguiſhed in their hearts, 
by having too much inflamed the Walls of their Cloyſters with the Device andEmblem 
of Charity ; and fo priding themſelves in ſettirig up ſuch a Aforto, that it is (et over the 
wy doors of their Kitchins, and Privy-houſes ; and ar the rate they inflame their Walls 
Wl 


Charity, they exhauſt it out of their hearts, neither regarding the Religious, = 
| wa 
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the Pdor, driving all from the Gates of their Cloyfters ; ſo that we have taken a re- 
ſolution to enkindle their hearts with all the warmth our fire can give: them. The 
Dzmon ſaying nothing further about this particularity, ſuffered me to go wandring 
on in the Rode, where I met with nothing but Fryers of all ſorts, on whom 1 atten- 
tively fixt my eyes, not out of any Deyotion I had towards them, but only to ſee if 
I could find any Feſuits among them, on which all my thoughts were bent; but the 
more I pryed abour, ſo much the greater was the contuſion of my ſpirit ; that, having 
already icen thouſands, and ten thouſands of Franciſcans, Augnſftinians, Carmelites, Do- 
minicans, Regular Canons ; in fine, Menks and Fryers, of all kinds, notwithſtanding I had 
not ſeen one aq whereupon I threw my ſelf, without either fear or wit, into 


- the miiſt of thele miſerable wretches, to find them out : Ar laſt I diſcovered at a great 


diſtance certain black Habits hike unto thoſe of the Feſuits, and ſo I turned my feet: 
that way, hoping to find them in that-place, but found my ſelf much deceived ; for 
theſe were the Theatines, and the Sommaſcys, who do likewiſe mike a profeſſion to 
imitate and Aps the Feſuzts; and drawing near to one of theſe Fathers, to inquire ſome 
news of the Feſuits, he could tell me nothing atall ; but complaincd after a ftrange 
rate againſt thoſe Fathers, ſaying, That they the Sommaſchs and Theatines were 0 
liged to the Feſuirs, for their being in Hell, ſeeingthe moit of them were damned for 
following of the Jeſuitical Maxims. Mean while I imagined that the Feſuits being 
neither: Prie/ts nor Fryers, nor of the World, nor Religious men; that perhaps they 
would be placed in the middle between both: Whereupan, after I had well obſerved 
all the Fryers and Moxks, and all the Religious of every other ſort and Order, I paſled 
calmly on into the Prieſts 'Apartment, but their number was ſo very great, that I 
was forced to ſtay above two hours, before I could get in, and yet in that 
place there were only Maſs-Prieſts, for the others were intermixt with the Fryers. 
Then I began to ſtare every one um the face, and asking every one of them whether 
he were a Feſui:t, they anſwered in ſuch a manner, as if I had injured them 
mightily By that Queſtion ; ſo, having ſeen the Prieſts, the Canons, and the Abbots tor- 
mented (all of them) wich very ſharp pains, I paſt to the reſidence of the Biſhops, and 
the Arch-Biſhops, having loſt the very hopes ofever ſeeing the Feſnits : for they did al- 
ways ſo contemn the Brſhops and Arch-B:ſbops, ſcorning ſuch dignities,: as things infe- 
riour to their Merits ; that it could not be thought they would endure them to be 
there amongſt them ; ſo that deſpairing that 1 could not ſee the Feſuirs in Hell, I ſer 
me down upon a Stone, beating my brains, and ſtudying with my elf, where the Dz- 
vil theſe Feluits ſhould be. Perhaps, ſaid I, theſe Fathers pawn the Souls of the dead, 
to guard the Treaſures they have got. by ſo many Stratagems from the living. Per- 
haps by the power of the Moneys whic oe rag in ſo great an abundance, they 
have bought the Inheritance of Heaven. Perhaps the Devils leave them in the cuſtody 
of the Women, who made profeſſion on Earth to be ſuch civil Guardians of that Sex. 
Whilſt 1 was roving thus within my ſelf, the Devil, who conducted me, bzing (enſibie 
ofal!, and knowing very well the great paſſion that T had to ſee the Feſuits, could 
not contain from deriding me, yet, not having the heart to fee me in ſo much ſuſpen- 
fion, told me, that he had found a way how to ſatisfie my curioſity, but it was re: ' 
quiſite to go bag Smeg ; for the ſeeing of the Feſuits in Hell, was -eſtezmed a 
matter of State, becauſe the Devi:s kept the {aid Fathers there, mzerly out of policy. I 
replyed, I would do all things he eſteemed neceſſary ; whereupon he went before 
me, and bid me follow him, and ſo we entred into a very ſpatious way, which was 
ſet on both ſides with great numbers of Devils in ranks one over another, and clothed 
like the Guards of Kings ; ſo that I gathered from thence, we were going to the Pa- 
lace of Lucifer, Emperour of Hell, which was too trus; for, ws had gone but a. very 
few ſteps further, when we came to the Gate 'of the ſaid Palace, which was guarded 
by a good number of Souldters, divided into three Companies of Guards ; yet we had 
no. difficulty in. getting ia ; tho' 'tis tru that great Lyuciſer's Uſhers and Grooms 
met us in the Hall, and told us, that they had preciſe Orders, to carry no Embaſſador 
n- 
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to their Prince, without telling him,who it was, that asked for Audience ; and for what 
cauſe they required it; -and therefore the Devil, who--was. with me, acquainted--thena 
with my requeſt, which was to obtain a licence from [his Internal Majeſty, rogivye 
me leave to go 11to the Hell of the Feſwurts.

M. It would not quit the Charge of expoſing ones {elf-to- the fight of ſo grear a 
Prince of Darkneſs, to gain a fight of theſe Fathers, who boaft themſelves to be the 
Light of the World: For my part, I would e'ne have been farisfied to hear that they 
were lafe in the Devils Clutches. | Os 
 P. The Appetites of Men are very different ; I, for my part, would go willingly 
into Hell, to have the pleaſure of ſeeing one Feſuit in Purgatory; Now, when I was 
introduced into the preſence of Lacifer, who fate upon a mighty high. Throne, made 
of burning Coals, interwoven with certain flames, which threw our ſparks on all fides, 
likea Smiths Forge, I tendred my requeſt to him, which he readily heard ; bur asked 
me ſo many Queſtions, that Lbegan a little to repent I had ever thought of the Feſuits ; 
diſcerning very plainly, that he derided my curioſity ; neverthelefs he roſe up, and 
with his own hands took three wy which lay under his breech,. and gave them to 
three of the moſt Diabolical Counſellors, that warted about his Throne, 'commiſfion- 
ing them to condutt me to the reſidence of the Fejuizs, and fo I was diſmift by Ly- 
cifer,, without ſaying any more to me, but, Go fatisfie your fooliſh: curioſity ; and I 
immediatelybezan to follow thoſe Devils who carryed the Keys, who, withour going 
out of the Royal Palace, conveyed me thro' certain very deep Dens, all full of Aſps 
and Baſilisks, from whence we paſt into ſo ſtrait an Alley, that we conld ſcarce go in

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Xogether, to gain upon the minds.of Princes and Peop'e': and tho! at firſt fight itdoes

tom of what they have done, you will find that theſe Fathers have 'obtained' the abſo- 
"Jute Monaxchy over. all the Kingdoms; of Europe, whilſt chey command the Princes in 
counſelling them, and impoſe Laws ofi the People in conteſſing them, and'lord it over 
ther folks wealth, in ſeeming to deſpife thew own. All thele things being perceived by 
'Our Lucifer, who watches over the free Monarchy of Hell with an accurate Vigilancy,that 
he may not fall into that Error which the Princes of Europe have, and daily do fall1nto, 
who ſuffer themſelves to be ruled,nay,domineer'd over by Jeluitical Subtilties-and Stra- 
tagems, has determined to keep them thus fettered and'deprived fromalt manner of 
Commerce; that the Feſuits might not attempt ro become Monarchs'of Hell, like' as 
they have made themſelves Monarchs of the World. Truly, found my ſelf all melted 
Into tears art this diſcourſe, giving up my ſelf ro weep for the miſery of the People, or 
rather of Chriſtian Princes, who are ſo-contented to-ſell their own Liberty, coming 
* ſhort of the wit of Hell, who know much better how to maintain the Liberty and Au- 
thority of their Monarchy, than theſe Princes and People have done theirs. In the mean 
:time, being come back to Lucifer's Palace, the Couniellors being about 'to take their 
leaves of me, they all faid to me, That now I was reterningto the World, T ſhould-re- 
"member Princes, and endeayour to open thar eyes a little better, becauſe the Feſuirs 
had their eyes-ever open ; and watching to ruine eyery Monarchy, atd ſupport thetr 
'own,which I promiſed theml would do; ſol took my leave of then, and as I paſſed out 
by the back Gate of Lucifer's Palace, into alarge Street, I heard ſuch horrid yellings and 
howlings, as would have ſtruckterrour into the moſt courageous heart : this noile ſur- 
prized me, becauſe I could not imagine theſe to be the Feſuirs ; bur, as I went on a little 
further, I perceived, upon ſeveral Apartments, a different Banner, which ſeemed to look 
rather like the Enſign of ſome Secular, than Religious Order. - #24

upon theſe wretches the Policies of Hell ordered ſevere pains to be inflicted; and be- 
_ fides, I couldeafily diſtinguiſh them, by obſerving the Banners of every ſeveral Com- 
pany. There were Pintners and Ale-Drawers, Mercers and Drapirs, Brewers and Bakers, 
 Pewrerers and Goldſmiths, Grecers and Dyers, and above an hundred ſeveral Compamies, 
as well of Retailers as Whole-(ale-men. 
Af. - But pray tell me what order 1s taken with the Fintzers in Hell, who torture Men 
upon Farth with their Sophiftications and baſe Wine ? methinks they deſerve leverer 
puniſhments than other Men. | 
P. Oh! the Devils know them too well, tolet them eſcape due Chaftiſement ; they 
area company of Rank Raſcals, and are uſed accordmgly : Nay, it has been often de- 
bated in Hell, to have them ſuffer the fame torments that are inflicted upon the Phy- 
fecians, Surgeons, 4pothecaries and Hang-men, and to have them turned amongft ghem ; 
for intruth they are as great ſlaughter-men, as any cfthe reſt ; but for ſome Politick 
Reaſons it hath hitherto been forborn ; for theſe Vintners bring advantage to Hell, and 
by the fumes of their bad Wine, many Men are exaſperated to commit Mutders, and 
other Villanies, and, by that means, ſend Griſs to the Mill; therefore, for thefe good 
ſervices, they are allotted an Infernal Habitation to themſelves, being very numerous.

It the: Roman 
people have groaned for theſe 12 years under the muſeries that Alexander the Seventh, 
and the'Family of Chizi hath plunged them into ;'now they may enjoy their full feliczty 
acquired by the Ele&tion of Clement the Ninth, and- the introduction: of the Family of 
Roſvielioft into Rome. For 'tis moſt certain, that the Papacy, for the ſafety of Cariiten- 
dom, and the benefit of the Romzn people, could not have fallen into any other hands, 
bur of Cardinal Roſpizliof's, who therefore was pleaſed with great reaſon to-inveſt him- 
{elf with the name of Clement, to ſhew, that all the Zeal of his Soul thould be levelled to 
govern that people with Clemency, who had been lorded over till this hour with Un- 
mercifulTyrannies of others.The firſt dawning of tus Papacy ſhined forth in diſcharging 
the Opprefſed p2ople of fo many Taxes, andin placing Juſtice upan the Throne, from 
whence ſhe had been driven, during the moſt wicked Government of the wretched Mi- 
miſters of Alexander : And*tis clearly ſeen, that the Operation of the Holy Spiricdirected 
in the Eletion of this Perſon, fince he was ſcarce created Pope, when the languithing 
ftrength of his body, afflicted with a thouſand indilpoſitions, began to recover a con- 
firmed health; inſomuch as that when he was a Cardinal, and had-burt very little labour 
and toyl, hewas hardly able to walk ; now he is ſo indefatigable in all buſineſs, that he 
feeds as 1t wereon troubles and pains, verifying in himſelf, that holy faying of the Evan- 
-geliſt, Bonxs Paſtor animam ſuam dat pro Ovibus ſuks , The good Shepherd lays down his

P. O Marfori» | 'tis the end is tobe prais'd; for Alexander alſo began in this manner, 


and yet in a very ſhort time, from a Shepherd of Souls, he became the Hang-man an4 
Executioner of the people, leaving Rome 1n a work ftate than it was left by Nero, 

M. The Corruption of Alexan4er did not.come from himielf, for. he was of a nature 
almoſt incorruptible, at leaſt experimented pure, in his own manners and dealings, for 
a very long time ; but it was derived, and came from the perverſe nature of his Kmdred, 
who never intheir lives ſhewed ſo much as aninclination of doing good ; but this rea- 
ſon fignifies nothing in the particular of Clement the Ninth; for he hath not. introduced 
a Don Mario into Rome, clothed with a thouſand Humane Imperfettions ; bur a Don Ca- 

' millo, endowed with Angelical Virtues, a Den: Camillo, who generouſly ftrips- himſelf 
o*© what 1s his own, to beſtow it on the Poor ; not a Don Mario, who Tyrannically ſpoils 
the Poor to clotte himſelf : He hath notintroduced a Candinal Chig7,an ignorant young 

- man, unexp2rt in-a!l Aﬀairs of Government ; but a-Cardinal Fxl;zs Roſpiglioſs, a per- | 
ſon of infinite worth, and a Capacity balanced to maintain the Quality of a Fayouriee : 
Nephew. having by the height of prudence, and perluaſion of his Uncle, renounced the 
Title of Cardinal Padrone, declaring he would muci rather ſerve than domineer. He hath 
not introduced a Don Auguſtine, who, as {oon as he came 1ato Rome, iet himſelt to abuſe

Digniries; and every one believe themſelves moſt meritorious, without: any excep-: 
tion, whence 'tis impoſſible to ſatisfie one, without-diſguſtirg another : yet the Pope 
nevertheleſs with the higheſt prudence, ftrives to oblige ſome with Favours, others with 
good words, and all his Kindred-do the ſame, being every one of them of ſweet and 
complaiſant diſpoſitions. | | 

P. This is one of the greateſt 5 dards that could come to Rome, being continually: 
in time paſt, 11] rreated both in word and actions. lt | 
' M. Amoregſt other things, the Nephews do not appear to be ſo greedy of Uſurping 
over the Pope, as the'other Nephews to this day have been, which whether they feared 

to have loſt him, or whether they feared, that being much frequented by others, their 
inward corruptions, by: that means, ſhou!d come to be revealed; They kept him hid, 
aS it were, in ſucha ſtrange manner, that he was with much difficulty permutted to give 
Audiences to publick Miniſters; But this reaſon. doth not prevail now at this preſent 
time, whilſt the Pope, knowmg himſelf to be truly the Univerſal Father in deſpighr of 
the wicked Hereticks that deny it, hath given expreſs order unto all his Family even to 
the meaneſt, that they ſhould introduce every perſon that will come into the publick 
Audience, which he gives once a week, recetving every one with a paterval affection, 
who praife God as they return to their houſes, thar hath vouchſated to give them a Pope, 
who both deſerves, and worthily bears the name of Univerſal Father.

St. Peter given by himſelf, he ſolicits the Princes of ChiNtendom daily with reiterated 
Intreaties, who can do no leſs, ſeeing ſo great an Example im the Pope, but open their 
treaſures, and aflſt that Republick liberally, who is as the Bulwork of the Freedom of 
the Chrifttan-Church. In fine, the'Herericks: themſelves confeſs, that this Pope came 
from Heaven, not being ſolely Elected by Men ; his ways being directed altogether tc- - 
wards the- Honour of God. :

ſeced unto them; tko' always before the Nephews of rhe Popes have ever ſhewed as if”

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irwere the temperature of their Nature. And Pope Clement alſo loves his Nephews: 
as much as one ought to love the Body ; and the Church as much as one ought ro 
love the Sou} ; which, to ſpeak plainly, ſhews his heart is much more fer upon the

P. The Chigi were not ſo ſcrupulous, eſpecially Don Mario's Lordſhip. 

M. Let's ſpeak no more of the graces of Don Mario; for I tell thee, the Government 
of the Chigi's was the Government of the Devils, and that of the Ro/piz179fi's a Govern- 
ment of Angels; the Roſpiglioſi's are delighted in ſtudying the commcn good of the 
people, whereas the Ch1z7s grew fat with their blood and deftruftion. If the Nephews 
of other Popes had been content, as the Roſpigliofi's are, to have enjoyed the uſual 
Rents of thoſe Offices and Charges which are fitting in all reſpe&ts for the Popes Ne- 
phews, without tyrannizing over the miſerable people, by fo many Taxes —_— 
upon them, the Church undoubtedly would have been much more.peopled with Ca> - 
tholicks ; and Herefie would have been defroy'd by the very Hereticks. And there 
would not either have been ſo many infamous Manuſcripts kept in Rome,.nor ſo ma= 
ny Satyrical Books printed.

M. 1f I would name all the Books, and all the Pamphlets which-have come to light 
lately, there would be certainly ſuch a vaſt Catalogue of Books, as would ſwell into a 
Volume bigger than the Book of Martyrs. | 

P. Who the Devil ſhites all theſe Scriblers? and where do they inhabit? 

M. I know not that ; butir's certain, that as ſoon as any Gentleman that is a flran- 
ger comes into Rome, an innumerable company of black Coats, out at the elbows,come 
abour him, all ſtriving to faſten upon him their ſatyrical and infamous Manaſcripts, - 
which they ſell at good penny-worths, applying all their wits to feed their bodies, tho! 
to the damnation of their ſouls ; and, becauſe the moſt part of ſtrangers of Quality that 
come to Rome are SR they, by this means, return back into their own Countreys 
loaded with Manuſcripts, and they impart them to Book-ſellers who are their Friends, 
who finally as Enermes to the Church of Rome, make no ſcruple to Print -what the 
Romans themſelves are not aſhamed to write. But the greateſt ſhame of all is, that 
the very Hereticks are more ſcrupulous than the Catholicks themſelyes, the Catholicks 
writing ſuch very. infamous things, that they bluſh to read them. -

M. 'Tis becauſe they are more fly and cunning than others ; for theſe things require

elf, butthe two laſt years there have been Printed above ſeventy Books all Satyrical, 
againſt the.chief of that Kingdom, and ſorne of them ſo filthy, that they riauſeare the

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” Reader; tho! tis very true, that the French have a peculiar dexterity in knowing how 
to Jeſt with Satyriim, taking it abſolutely for a kind of Gallantry of wit, and the grea- 
. teſt revenge is to ſ:orn it. Of Spain then I fay nothing, becauſe Satyrs thererun 
' as the Poit-horſes ; inevery corner there is one to be had ; butthe worſt 1s, that thete- 
' are no Satyrs {6 ſharp as thoſe which come from a Spaniſh Pen, - by reaſon that rhat

There is 
alſo the Monzrchy of Spain in its Riſe and Declenjion, which 1s a very pleaſant Treatiſe
